PUBLIC NOTICE 
New Delhi, the 20 th May 1975 

No. 26-ETC(PN)/75 —Reference is invited to Public Notice No. 20-ETC(PN)/75, dated 
1st May, 1975, announcing the scheme for licensing of Indian Cotton Textiles to United 
Kingdom during the licensing year ending 31st December, 1975. After para 6 of the said 
Public Notice, the following paras may be added :■— 

“6fa) Pending adoption of the procedure as mentioned in para 6 namely, clearance 
of cotton textiles exported from India to the U.K. by the competent of 
U.K. authorities on presentation of green certificates issued by the Cotton 
Textiles Export Promotion Council, Bombay and its upcountry representatives, 
the procedure as followed for exports of cotton textiles to the U.K, upto 
30th April, 1975, namely, procedure of submission of export certificates as 
detailed below shall continue :•— 

(i) Exporters should prepare export certificates in tho prescribed proforma in 
duplicate. One copy of the certificate duly certified by the Export Control 
Authorities at the port of shipment and duly countersigned by the Customs 
shall be retained at the port of shipment after the shipment has actually 
been passed, which shall be collected from the Customs by the representative 
of the Cotton Textiles Export Promotion Council, The certificate thus 
collected by Tcxprocil shall be forwarded to the Import Licensing Branch 
of the Department of Trade and Industry, London. Under no circumstances 
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shall the export certificates bo forwarded by the exporters directly. The 
second copy of the similarly certified and authenticated export certificao 
shall bo retained by the exporters. The exporters or their shipping agents 
should ensure that the original export certificate is retained by Preventive 
Officer concerned after tho shipment has been effected. However, in 
respect of shipments against Re-export quotas, the Shippers arc not 
required to prepare export certificate as the same is not required by the 
Department of Trade and Industry, Txmdon, against imports meant for 
re-export. 

(ii) In respect of air-consignments effected from Bombay, the exporters shall 

prepare the export certificate in triplicate. The third copy of the certificate 
duly certified by the Export Control Authorities shall be handed over to 
the Texprocii's representative for forwarding to the Import Licensing 
Branch of the Department of Trade and Industry, London. The original 
and duplicate of the export certificate shall, then be submitted to the air 
customs department in the usual manner as explained at paragraph (i) above. 

(iii) In respect of air-consignments effected from places other than Bombay the 

exporters shall prepare tho export certificate as per the prescribed proforma 
in triplicate. After obtaining quota endorsement on the shipping bills 
from the Texprocii’s representative they shall retain third copy of tho export 
certificates with the Texprocii’s representative for forwarding to the Import 
Licensing Branch of the Department of Trade and Industry, London. The 
exporters shall then submit the original and duplicate of the export 
certificate to the Export Control Authorities and the air customs at the 
respective ports in the usual manner as explained at paragraph (i) above, 

6(b) In the cases of exports against Re-export (RE) Undertakings, the Jt. Chief 
Controller of Imports and Exports, Bombay, shall issue Re-export licences 
on the basis of aunta certificates issued by the Cotton Textiles Export 
Promotion Council. Bombay. These quota certificates shall be issued by 
Texprocil on receipt of a copy of the U.K. Ministry of Technology Re-export 
undertaking from the exporters. 

6(c) Tn cases where the quota originally intended for home retention is re-exported, 
the exporters shall have to furnish the replacement certificate issued by the 
U.K. Ministry of Technology, on the basis of which a subsequent re-export 
(SR) quota certificate will be issued by Texpricil, Licences against such SR 
quotn certificates shall be issued by the It. Chief Controller of Imports and 
Exports, Bombay,
